Although only a few Soviets have arrived in Braila, evacuation of 
civilians is taking place. A Rumanian bridge building regiment has 
moved to Harsova. 


A severe purge of the Militia took place between 25 and 30 March 
19513 in contrast the Securitate is being increased. Since March 
1951 the Securitate has riding patrols on the main railroad lines and 
highwaya. All districts in the main cities now have a Securitate 
cavalry platoon. Fixed guard posts are stationed at aJ.l railroad 
tunnels, bridges, and main railroad crossings. About 25 March 1951, 
railroad switchmen around Bucharest were replaced by Soviets who are 
quartered in the city with their families.
